Half n do/en persons are 
Unown to be missing, but no trace of 
their bodies can be lound until the 
wreckage of the Phillips house and the 
stores on Washington avenue have been 
removed. The I'hillips1 house register 
cannot b» found, and the clerk, Henry 
Adtims, is uni'on.scious from injuries, so 
that lie cuniuit tell who was in the 
building and not now accounted for.

Tile cyelone was not exceeding two 


minutes in accomplishing its terrible 
work of destruction and death. 


The resident portion of the city that 


was in tho line of the storm, which was 
about two and one-half blocks wide, is 
laid low. In its path were located 
many of the best residences in tile city, 
as well as a hundred small, comfort- 
able, thoughmiprctciitioHS homes. All 
are livid on a common level, and their 
late occupants form a wondering nrmy 
of homeless, clotheless people, 


Kvery home left standing is a hos- 


pital for the reception of the injured. 
Tlic country people are beginning to 
come in to administer to the wants of 
the victims, so faras human agency can 
alleviate the suffering ami distress. 


A special train from Wichita Satur- 


day morning brouglit a corps of phy- 
sicians, and late Saturday night a re- 
lief corps of 
workers arrived 
from 


the same place, to relieve tho fagged- 
out men who worked all Friday night 
nnd Saturday in an endeavor to get out 
more bodies. 


T'bei'o arc many incidents of tho 


storm that are remarkable. The ball 
that was In progress at the I'hillips 
house had just begun. The music had 
scarcely struck up when the storm 
came, Ladles In evening dress lied 
terror-stricken into the streets, where 
the rain of water and bricks was fall- 
ing. 
Strange to say, not one of those 


who thus ran out of the hotel was 
killed outright, although nearly all 
were Injured to some extent. 


Where the ball room stood Is a dense 


pile of brick and lumber twelve feet 
higli. Two hundred men worked at 
the ruins all day yesterday rescuing 
onr man, Henry Smlthcrs, who was 
found In a box, where hi had taken 
refuge. There were two feet of brick 
above him, but ho h»d air and was 
hardly hurt at all, although he was 
frightened into a state bordering on 
Imbecility. 


Another strange freak of the cy- 


clone was lt« method of handling the 
Infant child of Henry llower. The 
llowcrs' home was unroofed and the 
baby taken from its cradle, carried 
four blocks and laid on the green grass 
In tho mayor's yard, where it was 
found, crying, in the hcnvy rainstorm 
enrly Saturday morning, nnhurt. It 
did not even have a cold, and did not 
seem at all hurt iron tte all-night ex- 


posure on the wet ground with a chill 
wind Wowing a regular tornado until 
daybreak. 


Twenty freight cars were standing 


in the Rock Island yards. Ten of them 
were taken In one direction and ten in 
another, the two bunches being found 
a mile apart smashed to smithereens. 
It was in one of these cars that Henry 
James, tho boy tramp, whose home is 
not known, was found. 


The Hock Island lumberyard was one 


of the biggest in Kansas. The stock is 
scattered all over Sumncr county, not 
enough of it remaining in the yard to 
build a hen house. 


The telephone system, except one 


lone wire, which is all right from end 
to end, is completely ruined, and the 
switch board at tho central office was 
taken a mile and dropped in a pond. 


The electric light dynamo and a pon- 


derous Westinghouse 
engine 
were 


picked up like shingles and curried over 
tho town and deposited not far from 
tlie I'hillips house rulna 


Another freak of the storm was the 


manner in which a sheet of plate glass 
was taken from the elegant Spicknall 
block and carried several yards, set up 
against a frame house, and, aside from 
losing a few chips around the edge, 
was not broken. 


Trees were torn from their roots and 


houses were turned right-about-face. 
Stoves were lifted until they finally 
landed in tho upper floors of the ruins. 
How this was dono is beyond explana- 
tion, but is a fact nevertheless. 


In ono instance a horse was actually 


taken from his stable ,and dumped on 
top of a two-story building. 


The Lutheran church, a massive 


frame building, ono of tho most sub- 
stantial buildings in the city, was taken 
up, turned completely over, and now 
stands with the lloor upward, an solid, 
apparently, as if it has been built in 
that way. It is not a small building 
either, for it has a seating capacity of 
700 people. 


The old court house, a solid two-story 


stone structure, was completely de- 
molished and reduced to gravel and 
splinters with the exception of one lit- 
tle frame that a pair of donkeys could 
drag around, which was left standing 
int.ict by one side of the ruins of tho 
old court house. 
First Bollable News of the 
Terrific 


Havoc Wrought in Harper. 


WICHITA, K:in., MivyUl1.—The first re- 


liable news of the 
terrific havoo 


wrought by the storm at Harper, 
Harper county, Friday night, reached 
here last evening, and tho smaller 
town bills fair to rival Wellington, tho 
county seat of the adjoining county, in 
the number of slain and amount of 
property losses. 


The death-dealing tornado was first 


noticed southwest of Anthony, and 
thence It traveled to the village of 
Crystal Springs, which it wiped oil tho 
fuce of the earth. 


From there to Harper, a distance of 


about a do/en miles, every obstacle in 
the way of the twister was raxed and 
the wrecks of farm houses, barns and 
farm implements and the bodiiss of 
slain human l>eings and stock wore 
strewn over the route. 


Harper was directly In the course of 


the pitiless wind, and felt its full force. 
In all the town there arc not more 
than a dn/.cn uninjured. The central 
business part of town is a confused pile 
of rubbish. 
Some of the buildings 


totally demolished are the Masonic 
temple, a stone and brick block) tho 
opera house, the 1'atterson hotel, tho 
First national bank building, tho nor- 
mal and high school buildings and the 
Santa Fc depot, all brick buildings, be- 
sides a number of smaller business 
houses. 


Communication with tho surround- 


ing country is difficult, and doubtless 
this list will be largely augmented be- 
fore the worst is known. In the town 
of Harper there must bo victims of the 
storm burled beneath the muss of do- 
brls. The total property loss is rough- 
ly estimated at half a million dollars.

FUANCISCO, May ItO.—A largo 


lire just before (1 o'clixjk yesterday 
morning destroyed the Fulton iron- 
works, Hammond car shops, Green- 
burg's brass works and Manhattan 
Food Co.'s works. The entire northern 
west half of the block, bounded by 
Frei"ont, Kealc, Howard and Folsom 
streets, was swept, except a small sa- 
loon on the 
corner. 
The firemen 


had hit rd work saving the remainder of 
the block because of the scarcity of 
water, only six hydrants being availa- 
ble. 
The total loss was 1400,000, of 


which the Iron works lose $800,000. 
The lire broke out in the coke oven of 
the iron works. Two firemen were 
badly hurt.

BERLIN, May 80.—It is now reported 


that the czar will cross over from 
Copenhagen to Kiel on Thursday, hold 
a half-hour interview with the emperor 
in the latter city and then return to 
tho Danish capital. Preposterous as 
the report is, it is generally credited 
here. Tho truth is that nobody except 
tho czar knows exactly what the czar 
intends doing. The feeling has sprung 
up suddenly that whether the czar and 
emperor meet or not serious trouble is 
threatening. Tho emporcr is smarting 
under the insult implied for him in the 
czar's carclcsschangesof the plan with- 
out the slightest regard for previous 
engagements in Berlin, and personally 
would bo pleased if ho need never sec 
the czar's face again. At the same 
time he is eager to have his visit of two 
years ago returned, in order that the 
czar's dislike may bo concealed from 
tho world. Consequently, should tho 
czar come, ho would now bo receive d 
with coolness approaching rudeness, 
and should he stay away all courtesy 
between tho courts would be ended by 
the snub. 


Tho bitterness of Berlin ofliclal cir- 


cles toward the c?.ar if intense. Among 
the great soldiers of tho empire, espe- 
cially, littlo effort is made to hide the 
truth that tho czar's conduct is an In- 
sult to tho emperor and confidence is 
expressed that, shoxild the czar try a 
makeshift like the proposed ono at 
Kiel, the emperor would let him feel 
tho full weight of an Hohcnzollorn's 
resentment. 


The officers of tho Bo rlln and I'ots- 


dam garrisons do not mince words in 
the matter, but say that if the czar is 
not ready to give an assurance of peace, 
tho word for war might better be 
spoken at once, while Russia is stag- 
gering under bankruptcy and famine. 


The events of the week are awaited 


with the keenest interest, as the devel- 
opments are expected to be more sig- 
nificant than any since tho visit of the 
Empress Frederick in Purls. 


A Civil Marriage Sufficient. 


BERLIN, May 30.—The town council 


at Gclenau, Saxony, having discovered 
that one of their number, named Hoff- 
man, had never been married by re- 
ligious ''ceremony, but only according 
to tho civil codo, seized upon this pre- 
text to practically expel the delinquent, 
who was not popular among his fel- 
lows. They therefore refused to allow 
Hoffman's voto to be recorded on any 
question that came before the body. 
Hoffman appealed to tho high court of 
justice of Soxony, which has just ren- 
dered a decision in the case, holding 
that a civil marriage being valid in law, 
Hoffman had committed no act which 
would disqualify him from sitting as a 
member of the municipal council. The 
town fathers of Ueleuau are accord- 
ingly ordered to admit Hoffman to n 
full share of their deliberations and ac- 
tions, so long as the term for which he 
was elected lasts. 


Turkey to Have Smokeless Powder. 
LONDON, May 30.—Turkey has fallen 


Into line with tho other nations in the 
matter of experimenting with smoke- 
less powder, and a military commission 
has been sitting<at Constantinople to in- 
vestigate tho merits of tho various in- 
ventions in that line. The result is 
just announced. The commission report 
that they have tested samples of all 
makes, and have found that adopted by 
the Austrian government to bo far su 
pcrlor to any other in use. Tho French 
smokeless powder is dismissed as a very 
inferior and article, nnd the German is 
spoken of as very littlo better than the 
French. 


These conclusions are likely to lead 


to some new Inquiries into tho value oJ 
those powders by tho governments 
which have been congratulating them- 
selves on the possession of the best ob- 
tainable article. Tho Turkish govern- 
ment will doubtless accept the reporl 
of the commission as final and adopl 
the Austrian powder. 


Sudden Death of a Member of Purl la 


ment. 


LONDON, May 30.—Admiral Maync 


M. 1*., after speaking at the Welsh 
banquet in the Mansion house, Satur 
day cvcning/wos seized with a fainting 
fit and fell over In his chair. Ho was 
carried out and revived. Half an hour 
later he started for homo, to all ap- 
pearances fully recovered. Half waj 
down stairs he fell and injured hi; 
head. He was taken unconscious to hii 
house, where he died yesterday. 


A Destructive Storm in Spain. 


MABUID. May 20.—A storm of grca 


violence, Friday, greatly damaged tho 
fruit and vineyards in tho north of 
Spain. The hailstones that Tell were of 
extraordinary size and injured many 
persons whom they struck. It is re- 
ported that many persons were killed 
by lightning during tho storm. Tho 
peasantry in some districts arc ruined 
by the loss of their crops and have ap- 
pealed to public aid.

rial oration, ot which tho following is tho 
substance: 
Soldiers of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Meml/ers of the Woman's lie- 
livf C'orjw, /b'ons of Veterans and My 
Countrymen: 
For 27 years the sublime harmonies of 


our peace jubilee have been rolling on 
und np in eurgea '.hat have billowed 
ugniust the heuveiiB. Palsied forever be 
the tongue that wonld break this perfect 
hnroiony. 
Never again shall a harp 


string snap in the grand orchestra; never 
again shall n voice sound out oE tune; 
never again shall u discord, hareh and 
terntlo, grate upon the glorious auto- 
phone. 


We come to-day, not to interrupt this 


masterpiece of the agee; we come uot to 
reopen old sores; not to reeoar the Fair 
face of this land; not to once more sec- 
tional™ states, disrupt homes, break 
hearts; nut to renght Donelson, Hhilob, 
Uhioamanga, Stone River and the Wil- 
derness. Wo have not forgotten, bat in 
crimination and recrimination we shall 
be as silent as the dead are who, in blue 
and grey, sleep together 


"Under the sod and the dew 
Waiting the judgment day." 


Bnt w» shall nut violate the spirit ot 


fraternity and patriotism, if we bring to 
the contemplation of the people the 
transcending viotoriea won by the eaori- 
lioee of tbe Federal Soldier. We come 
with a hallowed purpose. We come to 
show our respect to onr dead heroes, who 
laid down their lives tor us, bnried here 
and in unknown graves, We come to 
snow onr respect to others who went out 
with them, whose heads were covered in 
tho day of battle, who were spared to re- 
turn nnd to-day stand with ns in this 
sacred place. We come to linger among 
these graves, which are not simply 
houses of tbe dead, but vaults tn which 
the nation's power, fame and glory are 
stored. They are still centers ot power 
in cemetery, churchyard, lonely lawns, 
groves and national tlelde, beautified and 
indicated by shafts and slabs, deserted 
and forgotten, nnd covered with turf, 
visited the first time for a year, visited 
by friends with loving hearts, bringing 
"nature* sweetest gifts" and choicest 
offerings, ilowere—Sowers from hillside 
nnd valley, from hot-house Red conserva- 
tory—(lowere gathered, flowers selected, 
tlowera cultivated. We corns here with 
no sense of triumph over onr fellow- 
countrymen. And wherever those once 
arrayed againat us celebrate the devo- 
tion of fathers, brothers, eons, who fought 
for what they believed to be right, we 
aend our fraternal greetings, bidding 
them only to serve with ns in the future 
for the common union and the common 
liberty. The country of Washington is 
their country no leas than oan. For 
them as for us are all the promises of the 
Declaration of Indopenclenpe, all the 
guarantees of the cons'.itntion ot the 
United Btates. 


A day among tho graves ot the honored 


dead is of untold worth to this genera- 
tion. Silence yonr orators, muffle yonr 
drnrni, pnt away all regimentals, if you 
please, bat the grave cannot be silenced. 


OB to the day of aocrifloe. And as we 
climb the rugged mountain for flowers 
and. the higher mountains ot thought, 
oar love borne for thia oar beloved land. 
Many years ago, otter a hard-fought 


battle, wherein tbe valor and heroism ot 
the eoldien were made apparent, the 
victorious commander presented his sol- 
diers with a medal, bearing the name of- 
the battle, and the simple motto "I WM 
there." 
To-day 
wherever 
yon 
go 


throughout the length and breadth of 
this land, yon will find men wearing a 
button which tells ot the terrible strug- 
gle for oar Union in 1861, and aaya 
"I waa there." It waa not mice to rally 
from defeat when Bhendan in dust and 
heat came dashing down the line from 
Winchester, "twenty miles away." 
It 


waa not mine to whirl with Warren in 
deadly sweep to the oreat ot Little Bound 
Top. It was not mine to tramp with 
Sherman in hi* unrivaled March to the 
Sea. I never had tbe honor of spending 
four months in Libby Prison or Ander- 
sonville. Nor had I the blessed oppor- 
tunity of standing at Appomattox and 
seeing Grant receive the sword which 
misguided men had placed against the 
breaat ot new born Liberty. God gave 
me my birth in another day, bat I tell 
yon traly my heart presses close up to 
those that were there. They were no 
hireling soldiery trained from youth to 
tbe profession ot arms. They were onr 
fathers, brothers, husbands, sons, en- 
gaged with as in the pursuits of peace- 
ful industry. Nor were they dreaming a 
generation ago any more than we, ot the 
final ordeal through which they wonld 
be called to pass, and the tax that would 
be imposed upon them, to secure the 
preservation of our national existence. 
They loved life as we. The prospects 
before them for its sweetest pleasures 
and its noblest honors were as fair as 
ours. Home to them had as many joys 
aa to us. The endearments ot Kindred 
were us strong in their breasts as in 
ours. 
Affection's cords entwined as 


tenderly and as lovingly around their 
hearts as around our own. But for all 
this, at our country's call, tbe}' left be- 
hind them all that makes Ufa valuable 
and dear, and marched to meet the foe. 


We intrusted to them the interests of 


the Nation. Its fate was in their bands. 
Its preservation depended upon their 
valor. Wonld they be equal to tbe task? 


Would the star of liberty emerge from 


the clouds of gloom which enshrouded 
it, and ehino with a brighter luster, or 
set in darkness forever? 


Would the atmosphere of freedom be 


made the purer by the storm that waa 
sweeping over the land, or would we be 
compelled to breathe an air tainted ana 
poisoned by the decaying remains of a 
once glorious Union? 


Would we be permitted to enjoy for 


ourselves and transmit to oar posterity 
an unmntilated nn untarnished inherit 
anee, or would we obligetl to surrender it 
at the dictation of paiisionate and un- 
principled demagogues? 
Would our 


country stand the shook, and like thn 
Eddystoue Lighthouse, gather strength 
from every fresh wave of rebellion, rolling 
up against its foundation, or wonld it be 
a shat tered and scattered wreck of what 
once had been a beacon of hope to the 
world? These were the anxious ques- 
tions of the hour, when rebellion, begot- 
ten of treason, was seeking onr national 
life. 


We confided the solution ot these 


problems to our citizen soldiery. The 
prophets of evil acid that onr Bepnblic 
must die and there were many who be- 
lieved it; bnt the spell of despair was 
only momentary, when millions rallied 
around the flag to preserve ic untarnished 
or die. It was no child's play they had 
undertaken to perform. 


Their foemen were worthy ot their 


steel. Though misguided, they were 113 
brnve a people as ever sighted rifle on a 
battle field. 
They desarvei a better 


cause and a belter fate. 
"They fought 


like brave men long and well." 
They 


covered many a field with patriots slam. 
They sent many a thrill of anguish to 
Northern hearts, and what came of it all? 
At Donelson and Bhiloh nnd Gettysburg 
—at Chattanooga and Vicksbnrg and 
Atlanta and Nashville—in the Valley of 
tike Bhenamloah and around Biohmond, 
in a thousand conflicts on land and river 
nnd sea they wrought the solution of the 
problem "Shall the Union Live or Die?" 
All honor to the preservers of this Be- 
pnbliol It is meet that we should set 
apart a day sacred to their memory. 
It 


is meet that it should be in the spring- 
time, when earth is robed in green and 
garlanded with flowers. Bring these 
children of spring and lay them, fresh 
and beautiful and redolent with the 
breath ot God, upon their grassy beds. 
They cannot perform a holier mission. 
"Bring (lowers, then, to their memory; 
Tnrow lilthor all your quaint, enameled eyes, 
Tliat on tile green turl sucked the honeyed 
showers, 
And purple all the ground wtth vernal (lowers. 
Bring the rathe primrose that forsaken dies. 
Tile tufted crow-toe, and th9 pale jessamine, 
The white pink, and pansy streaked with jut, 
The Blowing violet; 
The mosk-rose and the well-attired woodbine; 


otedtbe destinies of continents, and 
then I will dhow yon the manifestation 
of this great principle. In all the grand 
movements of the ages I Me the genius 
ot its generalship; on the shone ot every 
continent I trace ita footprint!; clear 
above the din of conflict I bear its sil- 
very voice animating and guiding. 
Thi» war was jnat for it was the test 


of Americanism. Europeans did not 
understand the genius of fiepablioan 
citizenship. They thought the north too 
fondot a dollar to fight. They thought 
that tbe sentiment that hod animated 
onr fore-fathers had become extinct in 
degenerate eons. Bat they held a differ- 
ent idea when the war tread of oar armies 
•hook a hemisphere, when the Bound of 
our artillery rambled around tbe world, 
and when the reports ot the battles re- 
vealed that there was no lack of men to 
abed blood in defense ot the flag, and in 
defence of a principle. 
This war revealed the talent, virtue and 


and force ot tbe American character, tbe 
self-devotion, endurance, courage and 
faith of the American people. 
The four years ot civil conflict are filled 


not merely with what armies did, bnt 
with individual deede ot sacrifice and 
daring eqnal to anything witnessed in 
the ages of chivalry. There is no honor 
so great as to have served in tbn national 
army in our civil war. Courage, self- 
sacrifice, the offer of life and fortune on 
the altar of one's country, have been 
commemorated in all ages with tributes 
ot honor, with statues, memorial tablets, 
and gratefal epitaphs. And it will be 
for you ever to remember, and for pos- 
terity to witnese, that the cause which 
yon saved was that of "Liberty and 
onion, now and forever, one and insep- 
arable."

Bnt 
wide as it was, nevertheless stamped 
with unity—nowhere out asunder by bar- 
liera not yielding readily to modern en- 
terprise and-skill—traversed by rivers 
which from sonrce to month were made 
tor one sovereignty, peopled by one race, 
speaking one language, bel eriag the same 
religion, governed by the same law, in- 
heriting the same traditions, reared un- 
der Republican forma—all sharing in the 
memories and glories of the American 
Revolution, and as children of one father 
revering the exalted name andfcharacter 
of W«Bhington. 


Ever bicce the formatian of this gov- 


ernment the idea of the National Union 
has been in the fore-front; but not nntil 
onr civil war was ita domination unques- 
tioned.
